Fifteenth  Annual  Report. 


IN  presenting  the  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  desire  to 
draw  attention  to  the  increase  of  no  less  than  188  cases 
in  the  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year.  Of 
the  total  of  714,  major  operations  were  performed  in  135  cases, 
the  remainder  were  minor  operations,  medical  and  outpatient 
cases.  There  were  129  street  accident  cases  treated.  The 
number  of  massage  and  electrical  treatments  given  was  2,309, 
showing  an  increase  of  749  as  compared  with  last  year.  It 
will  be  fully  realised  how  much  gratitude  is  due  to  the  Hon. 
Masseuse,  Mrs.  Fox-Warner,  for  the  enormous  amount  of 
work  this  has  entailed. 

The  admissions  to  King  Edward  VII.  Hospital,  Windsor 
were  20  as  against  37  last  year,  and  these  were  all  paid  for 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  Staines  Hospital  at  the  agreed  sum  of 
six  shillings  per  day. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £2,636  19s.  and  the 
general  expenditure  £2,367  Os.  6d  ,  but  taking  into  account  a 
payment  of  £300  to  the  Building  Fund  and  £20  14s.  Id.  for 
Tithe  Rent  Charge  Redemption,  a  deficit  of  £50  15s.  7d.  for  the 
year  is  left.  That  this  deficit  was  not  greater  is  due  to  the 
continued  loyal  help  of  many  anil  varied  helpers  who  cannot 
be  more  than  referred  to  generally. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  the  help  given  by  the 
Staines  Hospital  Subscription  Organisation  Committee,  Mr 
Robinson  and  his  Pantomime  Company,  the  Hon.  Auditor 
(Mr.  Charles  ^  March),  the  Ladies  Linen  League,  Mrs. 
Morandi,  the  Staines  Carnival  Committee,  the  Staines  Bonfire 
Society,  Mrs.  Loitch,  Mr.  Crimble,  Metropolitan  Police  Sports

The  extension  referred  to  in  last  year’s  Report  was 
completed  and  opened  on  the  6th  August  by  Mrs  Heybourn 
who  so  generously  gave  £1,000  to  endow  a  bed  in  memory 
of  the  late  Mr.  Heybourn.  The  Linoleum  Manufacturing 
Co.,  Ltd.,  very  generously  gave  the  whole  of  the  linoleum 
necessary  for  this  part  of  the  Hospital.  Although  during  the 
greater  part  of  1927  alterations  were  proceeding,  namely  the 
the  enlargement  of  the  Operating  Theatre,  the  provision  of  a 
new  Outpatient  Department,  Private  Wards,  and  a  new  Men’s 
Ward,  the  ordinary  work  of  the  Hospital  was  carried  on.  The 
result  of  this  undertaking  has  more  than  justified  the  Hospital’s 
Committee’s  efforts,  the  Private  Wards  are  continually  in  use, 
beds  are  available  in  case  of  accidents,  and  the  Outpatients’ 
Department  tells  its  own  tale.  Many  useful  gifts  were  received 
during  the  year  from  grateful  patients  and  friends,  all  of  which 
have  helped  in  making  the  Hospital  one  of  the  most  up-to- 
date  in  the  country. 

The  continued  use  of  the  Hospital  for  cases  of  accidents 
in  the  neighbouring  districts  is  a  serious  matter  and  is  causing 
great  anxiety  to  the  Committee  owing  to  the  ever  increasing 
cost  to  the  Hospital. 

The  help  rendered  the  Hospital  by  the  Silver  Paper 
Collection  is  referred  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Subscription 
Organisation  Committee. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  the  resignation  of  the 
Matron,  Miss  Hague,  and  that  Miss  Reed  is  the  present 
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Acting  Matron.  A3  is  well  known  Miss  Hague  rendered 
invaluable  services  to  the  Hospital  during  her  term  of  office, 
and  the  Committee  are  glad  to  record  their  appreciation. 

Grateful  appreciation  is  also  recorded  of  the  services  of 
the  Honorary  Consulting  Surgeons,  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  and  Honorary  Dental  Surgeons. 

The  Committee  further  desire  to  express  their  sincere 
appreciation  of  the  action  of  the  Girls  employed  at  the 
Middlesex  and  Surrey  Laundries  in  annually  spending  the 
money  won  in  prizes  at  the  Carnival  Sports  upon  some  useful 
article  for  the  Hospital  and  for  Mr.  Biffen’s  kindness  in  giving 
the  free  use  of  his  boats  to  the  Hospital  Staff.
